Bill Fratcher Denies 
Sale Of Entire Stock, 
Small Portion Is Sold 


Our issue of the 19th Novem- 
per reported th> sale of the stock 
of the Michigan Stamp & Coin 
Company, te the Tatham Stamp 
& Coin Company, of Springfield, 
Mass. Since we have known for 
some time past that the Fratcher 
stock was for sale and since the 
Tatham Company advised us that 
they had purchased the stock 
without in any way specifying 
that all or only part had been 
obtained, we naturally believed 
that Mr. McIntost. had acquired 
the entire stock. 

We have since been advised by 
Mr. McIntosh that he had not ac- 
quired the stock of coins but hop- 
ed to do so and we have since 
been advised by I -. Fratcher that 
the only par of the stock that 
was purchased by the Tatham 
Company was what Mr. Fratcher 
called his retail stock of stamps. 

Mr. Fratcher further states, “I 
still have an immense wholesale 
line of U. S. stamps and a very 
large stock of coins and fract- 
ional cfirrency that Karl Koslo- 
wski and I are listing up and also 
making an inventory and _ this

Paper Pennies From 
Idaho, Land Of Copper 
To Use Ersatz Money 


(From Oregon Journal) 

Boise, Idaho, December 3— 
Pennies are going to lose their 
“jingle, jangle, jingle” in Idaho’s 
capital, 

With the full approval of Uncle 
Sam the Boise Retail Merchants 
bureau Monday wil!’ begin issuing 
paper one-cent pieces, good for 
one stick of gum, an all-day suck- 
er, or what-have--you. The United 
States district attorney’s office has 
sanctioned the scheme as a means 
of combatting the copper short- 
age. “4 

Made of light cardboard and 
about the size of a postage stamp 
the “paper pennies” will have a 
V on one side and an inscription 
designel to foil counterfeiters on 
the other. 

There remain several details 
to be worked out—for instaance, 
how to get a parking meter to 
accept the ersatz coin, also, per- 


‘haps, how to convince Junior they 


are legal tender. 

The “pennies” will be sold— 
at no discount—by the merchants’ 
bureau to stores and individuals 
and the “real” money so obtain- 
ed will be placed in a redemp- 
tion fund. The “script” will be 
redeemable until June 1, 1943. 

E. G. Harland, bureau secretary, 
said merchants of neighboring 
towns have agreed to accept the 
paper pennies.

WAR MONEY COMING 

Both newspaper and radio an- 
nouncements tell of the plan of 
the Treasury department to mint 
pennies out of steel and coat them 
with zinc.

The 1942 Christmas Seal, issued by the National Tuberculosis 
Association, ‘was released on Nov. 23. It portrays a winter scene with 
bare trees at upper left and upper right, forming a background for a 
large red barn and a small farmhouse, 

In the foreground is a red sleigh, drawn by two horses, swinging 
around a curved road in front of the barn. Snow on the roofs and on 
the inclined ground to the barn is equally distributed with the blue 
of the sky and the shadows. The date, 1942, is at top center and at the 








Frame Of Stamps Did 
A Humpty-Dumpty At The 
Last APS Stamp Show 


Exhibitors who have been in 
the habit of willingly lending their 
finest stamps to stamp exhibitions 
will have a rude awakening if 
they experience the same hap- 
pening that came to a frame of 
rare United States blocks, pro- 
perty of A. H. Wilhelm of San 
Francisco, which did a Humpty- 
Dumpty while being handled at 
the Cleveland A. P. S. Stamp 
Exhibition last August. The frame 
was dropped while being mount- 
ed. The fall dislodged and broke 
or creased some rare blocks and 
the’ owner estimates a shrinkage 
in value of approximately $2500 
as a result’ of the fall, 

It is generally understood that 
exhibits of this nature are in- 
sured, but perhaps no one has 
ever taken the trouble to think of 
insurance against damage result- 
ing from such a cause as has re- 
sulted in the damage to these 
stamps. It is doubtful if the dam- 
age is covered and the liability is 
still a question that has not been 
settled. 

Lawyer Green of the Garfield- 
Perry Stamp Club will have a 
case here that should be near to 
his heart and it would look to one 
on the side lines that the owner 
is just out of luck. 

This situation however sets a 
precedent that should be con- 
sidered in all future exhibitions, 
else knowing owners of choice 
material will be disinclined to 
trust their rare stamps to the 
tender mercies of embryo exhi- 
bitionists. 





Government Pleads 
For Lighter Paper 
For Airmail Letters 


The Oregon Journal of Novem- 
ber 24th carries an article in which 
it is stated that the Government 
has suggested the use of lighter 
weight paper for air mail letters. 
The use of such paper is common 
in foreign countries but few 
American business firms have 
ever given it a second thought. 
There is in the market, splendid 
light weight envelopes and paper 
to match can be had from any 
first class printng firm. Use of 
light weight paper would permit 
of a longer letter of two or three 
pages without any advance cost 
for postage if desired, but the 
principal object is to get single 
page letters on lighter paper and 
in lighter envelopes to thus re- 
duce the bulk load in the air. Ask 
your printer for Number 10 bond 
paper and lightweight air en- 
velopes and help cut loads on our 
planes. This too, will help win the 
war.

and yellow. The latter, being 


used only as an under-color, is 
not visible. The four lithograph- 
ers of the Seals have put their 
identification marks on Seal 
number 56 of each sheet of 100 
Seals, which is the sixth Seal in 
from the left side and in the 
sixth horizontal row. 


The mark used by the Eureka 
Specialty Printing Co., of Scran- 
ton, Pa. is an uncolored “E” at 
the right of the cross; a black 
“Ss” is used by the Strobridge 
Lithographing Co. of Cincinnati, 
O., in the identical position; on 
the side of the house is a small 
black “D” for Edwards and Deu- 
tsch Lithographing Co., of Chi- 
cago, and in the identical po- 
sition is a black “U” for the 
United Printing and Lithograph 
Co., of Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The same _ perforating ma- 
chines were used this year as 
were used on the 1941 Seals. 
They are: a compound perfora- 
tion of 12x1214 by Eureka, and 
the other three printers used their 
regular machines for the perfor- 
ation of 12%x12%. All Seals 
were produced by the offset print. 
ing process. 

While all are of the same de- 
sign they can be told by the exe 
perts. Eureka have perforated ine 
stead of cut margins at the ends, 
print is clear, the perforations are 
12x12%; the sheets are marked 
“E” in white seal No, 56. 

The Strobridge seals marked 
“S” in the black plate, are of a 
little lighter blue, perforated 12% 
x 12.% There is an extra white 
dot on seals Nos, 45 and 98 in all 
of a great lot that were examined. 

Edwards & Deutsch seals are 
marked “D” the letter being on 
the side of the little house irr the 
upper right side of the seal. The 
perforations are 121%4x12% and 
the gum has a creamy tint. The 
perforations are not so clean cut 
and the paper appears a little 
softer than the other issues. 

The United Stztes is marked 
“U” on the house in the same 
place as the E, & D. print. The 
gum is winter and the perfora- 
tions clean cut.

It is with regret that I will not be advertising so much during the

I must help out, for a while at least, during the emergency, and 
am working from 7:42 till 4 (or 6 overtime) o’clock every day, for the

from small dealers who have closed shop, gone into the army or into 
war work. Our last mail carries a letter from a well known cover 
dealer who expects to be called most any day now and will simply 
have to drop everything and leave for lack of any assistant who can 
carry on, 

Publications such as Linn’s Weekly as well as the other stamp 
papers are suffering from this situation for besides losing the help 
that comes from the small dealer advertising, many of the larger 
dealers are short of help for the same reason and thus unable to han. 
dle much more than the business that drifts in to them in a natural 
manner.

Well, here we are again for a 
session of ‘much ado about noth- 
ing.” The item for this week’s 
vivisection is rather colorless, a 
part albino, of a very unusual na- 
ture. 

Before becoming involved in 
the description of this item, I 
would like to point out the two 
usual causes for an albino. First, 
we find the variety caused by an 
uninked plate embossing the en- 
velope by pressure only. This 
leaves a very clear impression of 
the die, but is devoid of all ink. 
The second variety is occassioned 
by two or more sheets of paper 
being fed into the press at the 
same time. In this case, the top 
sheet is printed normally, while 
the bottom sheets merely receive 
the die impressions. However, the 
design on this albino is not as 
clearly impressed as on the first 
type of albino, where there is only 
one paper thickness, 

Thus we approach ‘Franklin’s 
Duplicity” or “Two Faced Frank- 
lin” with a fair knowledge of the 
underlying principles involved in 
“albino printing.” 

In 1907 the newspaper wrapper 
#3039—1c Green Franklin was is- 
sued. This wrapper resembels an 
envelope, except that it does not 
have the side flaps which form 
the envelope when glued into 
place. In other words, it is an 
oblong sheet about 12 inches long 
6 inches wide, with a gummed 
strip at the top end. The postal 
imprint is in the normal position, 
the upper right hand corner. 
When the wrapper was sent into 
the press, a vertical strip on the 
right side of the sheet, about two 
inches wide, was folded under the 
wrapper. The edge of this fold 
runs vertically through the center 
of Franklin’s face. 

Now what have we? In this die 
the bust. of Franklin is looking 
to the left. The wrapper shows the 
left half of the die normally inked 
and printed, with only the face 
and forehead of Franklin showing. 
The remainder is missing, due to 
the fact that the fold had re- 
moved the part of the wrapper 
which would normally receive this 
portion of the impression. Now, 
since this two-inch strip had 
been folded under the sheet pro- 
per, it received an “inverted” al- 
bino of the portions which had 
been inked and impressed on the 
right side of the sheet. Thus, when 
the fold is opened, we see Frank- 
lin (in ink) looking to the left, 
and Franklin (albino) looking to 
the right. 

To clarify the term, “inverted” 
albino, the normal impression of 
the die raises the head of Frank- 
lin so that it stands out as a slight 
tufted portion of the albino to the 
printing plate, causing the head 
of Franklin to appear on the right 
side of the wrapper in a depres- 
sion in the sheet.

TWAIN AS REFORMER 


Mark Twain in his character of 
“the real American ambassador 
to Great Britain,” as a London 
paper called him, has interested 
himself in Henniker Heaton’s 
campaign, having for its object, 
the reduction of the postal rate 
between the United States and 
Great Britain to two cents, or in 
English money, one penny. 

Mark is advancing the project 
in his effective way and recent- 
ly, in speaking in favor of the 


*|plan, he delivered the following 


delectable discourse as quoted in 
the Chicago Tribune, that stamp 
collectors particularly are in a 
position to appreciate: 


“Speaking postally, my mind 
goes back to the days, when it 
cost as much as a quarter to send 
letters to New Orleans. We did 
not have stamps in those days. 
My father used to give me the 
money to take them to the post- 
office. This constituted my one 
source of income, as it did for 
most of the youths of Missouri. I 
pocketed the money and the 
letters went just the same, only 
the receiver had to pay. I be- 
lieve this system did more to 
undermine the moral fiber of the 
boys of Missouri than anything 
I know. ‘ 


“Fortunately, my moral char- 
acter since has been rehabilitated. 
When England invented stamps 
my feelings were decidedly anti- 
English, as America took up the 
system and my income disap- 
peared, as my father used to buy 
stamps, put them on the letters, 
and I had to drudge to the post- 
office and mail them without any 
recompense. At that time when the 
proposition was advanced to re- 
duce postage to five cents for 
short and ten cents for long dis- 
tances, the same cry was made 
which is now raised, that the re- 
duction would ruin the postoffice 
but the cry was false. The reduc- 
tion in postage between the 
United States and Great Britian 
to a penny would have the same 
effect.”—Mekeel’s Weekly Stamp 
News, July 13, 1907.

In looking over an accumula- 
tion recently that was entirely 
assembled from original sources 
I noted something that stood out 
quite prominently. Most of the 
coil items, and most of them were 
bureau prints, were not in very 
good collectable condition. The 
percentage of poor copies was 
larger than in sheet stamps. This 
does not mean that as a rule sheet 
stamps are better centered than 
coils but it means that till the 
coils come to rest in a collection 
their chances of being damaged 
are greater. Although this is no 
great revelation to many it does 
mean though that fine copies of 
coil stamps would: be at a very 
high premium if it were not for 
bath tubbed stamps. I noted many 
otherwise fine stamps clipped 
and torn. The wider perfs don’t 
seperate so easily and the dis- 
pensing machines of ten mangle 
the stamps, and the machine is 
not partial to good copies or bad. 
As mentioned once before either 
a heavy squeeze roll or a device 
for cutting coil stamps are in use 
in some places too so when stamp 
is soaked from the paper it comes 
off in pieces. So if it were not 
for tubbing our standards of con- 
dition would have to be lowered 
and the price for fine copies would 
certainly be rocketed. Of course 
right now the prices asked for 
coils are generally a cent or two 
higher on an average than for 
sheet stamps but this is simply 
a charge made because of the risk 
always involved in getting a coil 
and finding that half or more is 
not fit for collections, You can al- 
most always select a sheet of 
stamps but you can’t very handy 
unroll a coil and look it over 
especially one that contains 3000 
stamps. So don’t think hard of 
your dealer if he asks you a little 
more for coil stamps on an aver- 
age than for sheet items.
